The  Chronological  Role  of  Full  Membership  shows  the  lates;t  member, 
Kristen  Lee  Seifert,  to  be  Member  No.  602.  Our  records  report  tlat  those 
individuals  who  have  served  as  appointed  pastors  (some  twice)  are  Iwenty-six. 
At  times  when  there  was  no  appointed  pastor,  some  congregationi  members 
performed  preaching  and  administrative  functions  essentially  in  a  pastoral  lole; 
their  number  is  uncounted,  but  no  less  significant  These  repiresent  one 
dimension  of  ministry  that  has  issued  fi:om  this  building  since  J.  Tracy  Fenby 
was  appointed  Delmonts  first  pastor  in  November  1924. 

There  are  many  other  dimensions  and  "first"  dates.  There  aie  femily 
histories  tied  up  in  Debnont:  baptisms,  weddings,  fimerals.  There  a;re  building 
expansions  and  mortgage  burnings.  There  are  scrubbed  faces  in  Sunciay  School 
and  sweaty  feces  cutting  grass  and  hanging  drywall.  There  are  hopeM  spirits 
accepting  Jesus  as  Savior  and  Lord.  There  are  camping  and  Appalacltiia  Service 
Project  trips.  There  are  helping  hands  extended  to  the  powerless  and  homeless. 

Mostly,  however,  there  are  saints  of  God  who  try  ever  so  nnuch  to  be 
feithfiil  disciples  of  Jesus  Christ.  These  saints  have  taken  and  will  c;oiitinue  to 
take  the  love  of  God  into  a  world  where  broken  people  want  to  be  Jtiealed  and 
soothed,  although  in  their  pain  the  broken  often  lash  out  and  seem  not  to  want  to 
hear  or  believe  the  gospel  of  Christ.  Dehnont  has  with  God's  help  borne  all  the 
lashings-out  over  its  seven  decades  in  this  place.  Delmont  merabeis  will 
minister  as  they  have  leamed  fi-om  Jesus  in  spite  o^  and  particularly  because  o£ 
the  pain  of  those  who  need  Jesus'  healing  at  this  moment  like  £e\^^  others  in 
American  history  when  so  much  turmoil  grips  our  nation.  So  we  join  with  other 
believers  across  1,900  years  who  have  lived  God's  model  of  shalom  in  Christ. 
Jesus  said,  "By  this  all  men  will  know  that  you  are  my  discq)les,  if  yo-u  love  one 
another"  (John  13:35).  It  is  our  particular  characteristic  to  live  out 
"We  love  because  he  first  loved  us"  (i  John4:i9).

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CHURCH  fflSTORY 


Delmont  United  Methodist  Church  started  in  the  Spring  of  1924  when 
Mrs.  Emma  Prince  gathered  some  community  children  on  her  front  poich  on 
Delmont  Road  and  W.B.&A.  Railroad  for  Sunday  School.  The  Community's 
adults  began  meeting  for  evening  prayer  and  fellowship  in  their  homes.  With 
these  humble  beginnings,  the  idea  of  a  church  on  Delmont  Road  began  to  grow 
and  flourish. 

Sevem  Chapel  Church,  an  old  abandoned  structure  three  miles  away  on 
Bums  Crossing  Road  was  given  to  the  group  by  the  (former)  Methodist 
Protestant  Conference.  The  group  was  given  permission  to  tear  down  the  old 
church  and  use  the  lumber  to  build  Dehnont  MP  Church.  During  the  building 
process,  services  were  held  in  a  tent  which  was  pitched  in  the  church  yard. 
Eventually,  the  services  had  to  be  moved  to  the  Community  Hall  because  the 
tent  was  tom  down  in  a  storm. 

On  Sunday,  13  July  1924,  nine  new  members  and  two  probationers 
were  received  into  the  congregation  by  the  Reverend  J.M.  Sheridan,  D.D.  The 
cornerstone  laying  services  were  held  at  the  church's  present  site,  1219  Delmont 
Road  on  Sunday,  16  November  1924  at  2:30  pm  with  Reverend  G.I.  Humphreys, 
D.D.  presiding.  The  Reverend  WA.  Melvin  preached  that  evening.  Delmont 
Methodist  Protestant  Church  was  placed  on  a  charge  with  Marley  and  Arundel 
Cove  Churches  with  Reverend  J.  Tracy  Fenby  appointed  as  the  church's  first 
pastor. 

The  building  fund  for  the  church  continued  to  grow,  thanks  to  several 
cash  donations.  At  the  comerstone  service,  the  offering  and  pledges  amounted 
to  $1,770.  The  Sunday  School  children  contributed  what  they  could  to  the 
church  on  25  April  1925  when  they  presented  coin  books  totaling  $34.  The  last 
note  of  indebtedness  on  the  original  structure  was  bumed  on  2  January  1928. 

According  to  the  Anne  Arundel  County  Corporate  Records,  the  church 
was  incorporated  on  25  February  1927  and  renamed  Delmont  Methodist  Church 
on  9  March  1943.  The  church  is  known  to  have  had  anniversary  celebrations  in 
1954,  1984,  and  now  in  1994.  hi  1954,  the  church  dedicated  a  new  kitchen 
facility  and  bell  tower,  hi  1984,  a  groundbreaking  was  held  for  a  proposed 
addition.  The  anniversary  celebration  in  1994  will  commemorate  seventy  years 
of  service  to  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  and  to  the  Delmont  Community. 
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THE  BUILDING  PROGRAM  AT  DELMONT 

Delmont  United  Mefliodist  Church  has  a  unique  and  varied  history  and 
may  weU  represent  an  historic  landmark  in  flie  local  community.  Coijsttuction 
5e  M^g  itself  at  its  present  site  was  completed  on  1 6  Nov«nber  1 924  wi& 
the  laying  of  its  cornerstone.  Many  of  the  construction  matoials.  mcluding  the 
heavy  tober  beams  and  the  stained-glass  windows,  came  frorn  an  abandoned 
cSh  on  Bums  Crossing  Road,  formeriy  called  Severn  Chapel  MP  Church  or 
Chase's  ChapeL  The  debt  incuned  for  building  Delmont  Church  was  paid  off  on 

2January^928^^  the  first  major  renovations  began.   The  church  added  a 

downstairs  kitchk  two  upstairs  Sunday  School  rooms,  and  ^o  restro^  to 
the  back  ofihe  bunding.  Additionany.aben  tower  was  built  and&eroofwasr^ 

Sed.    This  work  was  completed  and  dedicated  with  Delmonfs  30lh 
Anniversary  celebration  on  17  October  1954. 

hi  the  Fall  of  1955,  the  people  of  the  church  voted  to  build  a  pareon^e 
for  its  pastors.  Ths  parsonage  was  completed  on  26  August  1956.  In  1982, 
Delmont  Churchb^an  supporting  a  full-time  pastor. 

In  1984,  Delmont  broke  ground  for  a  new  multi-purpose  fiicdity  which 
would  be  located  to  the  rear  and  adjoining  the  chapeL  11^  building  would  have 
Sved  as  a  worship  sanctuary,  a  fellowship  hall,  and  Sun<hy  School  c]assK>on«^ 
Unfortunately,  Dehnont  was  unable  to  meet  its  financial  obligations  for  this  huge 
undertaking  and  the  project  had  to  be  shelved.  .  .„,i,;„t, 

unoena^mg^^  the  sanctuary  was  renovated.  This  was  a  major  project  which 
required  stripping  the  plaster  walls  down  to  the  logs  (yes  logs),  instatog 
Stion,  (Sw^  upgrading  electric,  and  refinishing  all  woodwork.  This

21st  CenLy  and  with  the  Lord's  help,  we  will  grow  and  prosper  for  the  next 
seventy  years.
